Sir John pre- 
fers to cheque the C. P. K. to attempting to 
check Manitoba, wherein Sir John shows 
himeelf to be wiser in his generation than 
even the able editor of the World. 


A late article in the Saskatchewan Herald 
ig of rather an alarmist character, hintinz 
very strongly at an Indian and half-breed 
uprising in the North-West in the spring. 
Whatever may be the grounds upon which 
the Herald bases such a serious supposition 
it does not definitely state them, and it is to 
be hoped that they are not substantial. 
In this district there have been fewer rumors 
than usual at this time of year. ‘That the 
Indians are discontented is true, and that 
those who were most loyal in ’85 are the 
moet. diseontcnted now is as true as it is re- 
markable and unfortunate. But there does 
not appear to be any idea of actually fiht- 
ing. Ihe first step towards that end would 
be to secure unity of action between the 
several bands, and to procure weapons and 
ammunition. The first move in these direc. 
tions has not yet been made, nor is it likely 
to be until prospects are brighter for ulti- 
mate success than they are now. Since ’85 
the Indians have decreased in numbers, and 
have become if possible poorer. The whites 
have increased in numbers and wealth, and 
are now well armed. There wouiu have to 
be stronger inducements to an ovtbreak in 
"88 than were needed in '8d, and these in- 
ducements of outside assistance are to all 
appearances altogether lacking. It would 
be weil to remember, however, that in case 
of assistance being offered from the States,or 
raids from that side being made, especially 
if the raids were temporarily successtul, the 
last vestige of loyalty to Britain has disap. 
peared from the North-West Indian's mind, 
and all that ie wanted now is the opportuni- 
ty to practically demonstrate the fact. 

Tux parliamentary reports arriving last 
mail are chiefly filled with the speeches of 


Sir Richard Cartwright and others on unre- 
stricted reciprocity of trade between Can- 
ada aid the United States. The proposition 
is that greater freedom of trade with the 
United States would be to the benetit of 
Cauada, and the government is called upon 
to devise means of making the application. 
That the principle of the proposition is cor- 
rect not one inan ina hundred can doubt, 
but how to get that principle into practice 
without making more than counterbalancing 
sacrifices not one in a thousand can tell. It 
will be time enough for Sir Richard Cart- 
Wright and the rest to exhaust themselves 
and their hearers in proving something that 
is self-evident when they are prepared to 
submit for consideration a means by which 
their theories can be profitably applied. In 
the meantime, while the liberal party at Ot- 
tawa is wasting its time, and its leaders are 
wasting their wind, in the discussion of a 
matter that they themselves are not pre- 
pered to submit a plan of action regarding, 
wo questions of the most burning interest 
to the whole country, the one placing it in 
danger of civil and the other e danger of 
foreign war, are practically ignored. If the 
liberal party has a mission it is to maintain 
the rights of the citizen at home and to pro- 
tect those rights abroad. The present con- 
eervative administration has become a party 
to the optression of the citizens of Manitoba 
by the C. P. R. monopoly, and it has by ig: 
noring the opportunity offered by the late 
fishery treaty become a party to the piracy 
practiced by the United States authorities 
on Canadian vessels in Behring’s sea. Here 
issurely ample scope for the ability, the 
gencralship, the patriotism, of the liberal 
party in either compelling the present ad- 
ministration to recognize and uphold the 
rights of citizens or in driving them from 
power. But the people of Manitoba have 
Openly threaten rebellion and the flatinng

: BEER. 

In December last the BULLETIN published 
what was set forth asa recipe for the manu- 
facture of two ‘varitivs of the beer made and 
sold in the North-West Territories. ‘The article 
was copied by most of the North-West papers 
and by several outside the territories, so that 
it had ample publicity; and the statements 
contained in it rezarding the beer have p1ss- 
ed altogether without contradiction; therefore 
it is fair to assume that were practically 
correct. Itis probably not necessary to re- 
mark that these recipes were not procured 
and published with a view to facilitating or 
increasing the manufacture of the article 
mentioned. 

The point desired to be made and which 
has been proved by the publication of the 
receips is that although the statute hooks 
contain a stringent law prohibiting the man- 
ufacture or sale of intoxicants in the North- 
West, although a large and expensive police 
force was ostensibly charged with the duty of 
maintaining that law, and clothed with powers 
aniple forthe purp:se, a known able-bodied 
intoxicant was allowed to be made and sold 
without let or hinderance throughout the 
length and breadth of the territories for a 
considerable number of years. This proves, 
if proof were necessary, that there has not 
during that time been an honest attempt 
on the part of the uuthorities to give the 
prohibitory law effect, and isa full answer 
to all assertions that experience has proven 
the impossibility of enforcing the present 
law, 

If it is a fact that drunkenness is rife in the 
North-West prohibition cannot be charged 
with the fault for there has not really been 
prohibition, or an endeavor to approach to 
it, but instead there has been perfect free 
trade, ina more or less—chicfly less—mild 
intoxicant. If drunkenness is increasing it 
is only proof of what prohibitionists assert 
that with liquor as with any other evil, in 
crease of supply will increase demand. 

If it isa fact that under prohibition whis- 
key peddling is encouraged and increased— 
and there is no doubt that very much more 
whiskey than is good for the country is 
brought in under permit and otherwise— 
there is proof that to license the manufac- 
ture of beer would not prevent or indeed 
lessen the sale of whiskey, unless there is 
some unknown magic in the thing called 
license, for certainly beer could not be more 
at the public cominand than it has been in 
the last few years without that sanction. 

It it be asserted that the attempt to en- 
force prohibition induces men to drink liquor 
aga means of showing their independence, it 
must be admitted in reply that as there was 
no attempt to prevent their drinking beer, 
and they could get as many permits as they 
wished for whiskey, that inducement has 
been lacking in the North West, and if peo- 
ple drink as much liquor here as elsewhere 
it is simply because they can yet it as easily. 

If an increased market for barley is put 
forth as a reason for advocating a beer 
license, itcan be shown that as there has 
been no license in the past there has been no 
restriction on the amount of beer manu- 
factured and drunk, therefore the de- 
mand must have been fully supplied. Un- 
det license it is fair to suppose that the nuwn- 
ber of places allowed to sell would be re- 
duced, As far as present demand is con. 
cerned less would be sold than at present, 
and only half as much barley would be re- 
quired to make the beer of a given strength, 
so that the market for barley would be 
reduced from what it has been rather 
than increased; and yet the inarket creat- 
ed in the past by the demand for the 
manufacture of beer has been so sinall as to 
be inappreciable. It only requires 40 Ibs. of 
barley to make 40 gallons of beer. The hope 
and sugar required cost far more than the 
barley. The only way in which a license to 
manufacture and sell beer could increase the 
market for barley would be by increasing 
the number of those who drink, and perhaps 
as well the amount drunk by those who are 
at present drinkers=something that no 


the men who drink the most beer, and they 
only drink beer when they can’t get whiskey. 

It may be said, If there is no restriction on 
the sale of intoxicating beer now would it 
not be in the interests of temperance to 
place the traffic under license so that the 
places of sale could be reduced in number. 
The answer is that the gain in the lessening 
of the number of places where liquor is of- 
fered for sale would be more than counter- 
balanced by the evil effeet of the stamp of 
legality which would then be placed ou the 
traffic. At the. present time although the 
law is suspended it is only suspended by a 
thread. Itis liable to be put in force at any 
moment, and this has a strony restraining 
influence on the conduct of the tratlic, such 
as a license law would not have. It is true 
that this condition of affuirs is nct satisfac- 
tory to partizans of either prohibition or 
license, but that it tends to increase drink- 
ing or drunkenness over what would exist 
under a license system is nov true. There- 
fore there is no reason from a temperance 
stand point why the license system should be 
reverted to, but rather every reason why 
the present prohibitory law should be en- 
forced. : 

The parties who suffer chiefly from the 
present state of affairs are those who have 
invested large amounts of money in furnish- 
ing hotel accommodation at the various trade 
centres in the territories in the expectation 
that at an early date license would be grant- 
ed, when they would by drawing entirely to 
themselves the trattic which they now share 
with the saloons, be abie to secure a guod 
return on their investments. There is no 
doubt that were license granted they have 
calculated rightly, and there is no doubt 
that from a purely business point of view, 
those who have invested the most money in 
the legitimate hotel business are entitled to 
monopolize the liquor trattic if it were legal- 
ized. At the present time the man who has 
least at stake can afford to take the greatest 
risk in order to secure present profits. The 
reputable hote! keeper dares not sell liquor, 
while his neighbor who has less to lose can 
by taking the chances draw from hima 
great part of the revenue upon which he de- 
pends to keep up his large estabiishment. 
This is certainly unfair, but upon the author. 
ities who by their neglect to enforce the pro- 
hibitory law—which would while confining 
the hotel keeper to his legitimate business 
protect him from illegal competition—not 
upon the law itself, the blame must be laid. 
So too, if they have been induced to enter 
upon a speculation which has proved un- 
profitable the blame does not lie at the doors 
of the advocates of prohibition in the North- 
West, who have held out no hope of a 
license in any form. If they have been de- 
ceived it is those who profess to favor license 
who have deceived them by holding out 
prospects that have not been realized. 

It may be asked, If the present state of 
affairs is unsatisfactory what other course is 
there but to adopt a license system? The 
answer is, Let it first be decided by popular 
vote which the majority of the people ef the 
territories are in favor of, prohibition or 
Hiecense. If they decide for prohibition the 
authorities cannot longer refuse to uphold 
the law, and if in favor of license the prohi- 
bitionists will have to accept the decision of 
the majority. Prohibitionists can easily see 
that their side of the question nust have the 
popuiar sanction before the authorities will 
properly enforce the law; and on the other 
hand those who desire license should be able 
to see from the way in which they have been 
humbugged on the subject for the past five 
years that, no matter what promises aré 
made, their views will require the sanction 
of a popular majority before any government 
ia at all likely to give them effect. The 
sooner and more directly the popular vote is 
taken the more quickly and satisfactorily 
the matter will be decided.

THE MORMONS. 


The following extract trom the report of S. 
J. Dennis, who surveyed the land in the 
Mornion settlement at ‘Lee's creek, Southern 
Alberta, last summer appears in the report 
of the departinent of the interior; and sets 
at rest the Question of the coniection of 
these people with the church in Utah and as 
to their intentions in Canada regarding the 
laws of the land. He appends the original 
artivies of faith, to which these people sub- 
serive : 

“Tnere is, however, something to be said 
against the encouragement of the immigra- 
tiun of these people in large nambers. ln 
the tirst place thergis no doubt that some of 
those at present here are tugitives trom 
justice in the United States, in consequence 
of their having practiced polygamy. They 
speak of having ieft valuable tarms in Utah 
Without assigning any reason tor their iuauii- 
gration. Again, it is a well known fact, 
proved by the experience of persons who 
have lived amony them in the United Sates, 
that while Mormons are in the minority ina 
settlement they are very good neighbors, but 
they become very intolerant as soon as they 
become the majority ; and while these peo- 
ple say that they have come to our Terri- 
tories With the intention of obeying the law, 
they still are proud of being kifown as Mor- 
mons, and to the question of whether they 
practice or profess polygamy they return no 
unswer, but say they believe in the Mormon 
articics of faith, a copy of which was given 
me by Mr. Card, and is herewith enclosed. 
‘These articles of faith of course authorize 
polygamy. While fully realizing that the 
desire of the department is to encourage 
rather than throw obstacles in the way ot 
immigration of good settiers into our ‘Terri- 
tories, 1 cannot help feellug that some de- 
cisive action should be taken in the begin- 
ning to prevent the growth in this new coun- 
try of a power, that beginning just in such a 
small way in the Uniied States, has for years 
set the law at detiance.” 

On the strength of this report, Mr. Dennis 
being the ouiy otiicial of the interior depart 
ment who has visited the colony, Win. 
Pearens inspector of mines, reports as fol- 
ows: 

**On Lee’s creek, south of the Blood Indian 
reserve, in June last several families of Mor- 
nous made ascttlement, Notices have ap- 
peared in the press relative to these, and in 
some Cases the probable injurious éffect of 
their reliyious beliet bas been dilated upon, 
adveresly to the encouragement of such set- 
tler, Nocomplaint has been made against 
this sect because of its many large ana 
Nourishing settlements in Montana, Idaho, 
Washington Territory, Oregen and other 
places. They have on the coutrary received 
every encouragcuient, go that no tears need 
be entertained by Canada on that head, par- 
ticularly if they are made to comply with 
our laws from the commencement,’ 

H, H. Smith, connnissioner of North-West 
lands, reports as follows ; 

* The doubts which have been expressed in 
some quarters about the advisability of en- 
couraging or even perinitting these people 
to rettle in the country are, I think, without 
foundation, Iriespective of the change of 
sentiment which has occurred in the past 
few years among the Mormons in relation to 
the subject of polygamy—and there is no 
doubt that their views in this particular 
have been very yreatiy moditied, if not in- 
deed entirely altered—-it should be remem- 
bered thut toe circumstances under which 
they have settled in our country are entirely 
different from the circumstances under 
which they settled in Utah.’ 

From the above extract it will be seen 
that Mr. Dennis’ suneriors have placed what 
they are pleased to call their opinions in 
favor of the Mormons in direct contradic- 
tion to his knowledge of the facts telling 
ayrinst them pained by personal inspection, 
This can only be accotnied for on the sup- 
position their superiors, the government, 
desire to encourage this settlement. The 
kovernment which draws the line at China- 
men—who tay be nasty but are not danger- 
ous—inust make a terrible loop in it to take in 
the Mormons, who are quite a8 nasty as the 
Chinamen and more dangerous than the Ni- 
hilists. The government's anxiety to secure 
MuMigration is certainly out rumuing its judg- 
We nt. It is pretty rough en this country 
if while such prominent citizens as Hon. C. 
E. Hamilton and Hon, De. Wilson of Mani- 
toba are compelled to leave it nothing better 
than Mormons—the scum of creation, the 
cancer of civilization—can be secured to fill 
it up.

POPULAR GOVERNMENT. 


WHATEVER may have been the wisdom or 
unwisdom of Premier Greenway’s and At: 
torney-General Martin's course in visiting Ot- 
tava to conter with the federal government 
regarding disallowance, there can be no 
doubt about the wisdom of their course after 
their arrival there,up to latest accounts by 
mail; noras to the intention of the federal wov- 
ernment to humbug and discredit them after 
their arrival, if possible. After having un- 
dertaken the visit at the request of the fed- 
eral premier every attempt was made to 
delay them, to turn their attention to other 
matters—to deal with them: as Norquay had 
been dealt with—but without effect. They 
gave Sir John and his cabinet to understand 
that they had come down, not to make, but 
to accept a surrender. How far Sir Jokin 
calculated on having a man of soft head and 
pliant back bone to deal with nay be seen 
in the tact that it was not until Greenway 
had prepared and presented a state paper 
clearing up all doubts that may have been 
entertained as to his position on the ques- 
tion, and had actually taken the action 
threatened in the document, that Sir John 
would believe that he bad a man and a peo- 
ple to deal with and not a mere thing. Then 
Sir George and Sir Donald were hustled 
up, cabinet councila were held, a conclu- 
sion, whatever it may be, was arrived at and 
Greenw ay was wired to come back and ac- 
cept the capitulation. Times are changed 
since John Norquay used to spend weeks and 
months dancing attendance around the par- 
liament buildings, making himself a laugh- 
ing stock for the country, a nuisance to the 
government and a bill of ‘expense to Mani- 
toba, asking fora mountain and getting a 
mouse. But the difference is more in the 
people who elected them than in the respec- 
tive premiers themselves. Like master like 
man is a true saying, but it is as true to say, 
as the people are so the leader will be. Had 
Norquay in those days attempted to take 
the bitin his teeth be would have been in 
danger of tinding himself side-tracked in the 
ditch by popular opinion. Now when pop- 
ular opinion in the province has changed a 
leader of certainly no greater ability and of 
trifling prestige finds his only safety in that 
course. The majerities in Shoal lake and 
North Dufferin were what kept Greenway to 
the scraten and assisted Sir John and Sir 
Donald to come to even a prelinenary agree 
ment so suddenly. Under responsible gov- 
ernment if the people have bad leaders or 
are badly led the fault is with them more 
than with their leaders. A strong and def- 
imite public opimon will stiffen the back of 
all but the most wavering, just as a weak or 
wavering public opinion will shake the de- 
termination of all but the strongest. If the 
people of Manitoba are to-day with an empty 
treasury, ashaky credit, lacking adequate 
railway communication, and having hun- 
dreds of thousands of bushels of grain rot- 
ting in the fields the fault lies not more 
heavily on Sir John A. Macdonald or on 
John Norquay than it does on themselves ; 
for as soon as they determine on a 
certain course, Norquay ceases to obstruct 
and Sir John comes to meet them half way. 
We have proof once more of what has long 
been in doubt, that in Canada the people 
rule, if they please.

tad taken @ piece of land tor 2L years, ata 
rental of £11 for the tirst seven years, £21 
for the next seven, and £32 tor the iast sevea, 
He had reclaimed 87 acres, at a cost of £5 an 
acre and built a sleading ata cost of £20u, 
The landlord's agent objected to his case be- 
ing heard as his rent of £82 was above the 
limit of theact. An ayent of the Duciess ot 
Sutherland testified that at Strathpeffer 
rents Were worth more than elsewhere as 
that loculiey was visited by tourists who 
purchased large quantities of eggs and dairy 
produce, The crofters’ commission has re- 
ceived 1,690 applications trom Shethind, At 
Dingwall Angus Ross and Alex, McKenzie of 
Strath Giirioch were tued 10s 6d, with costs 
#1 153 9d for having killed several hares on 
Sir Kenneth MeKenzie’s estate in detiance ot 
the game keeper. ‘There is still considerable 
lawiessness in Lewis. Some time ago an av: 
tempt was made by the police to arrest two 
mein Bayble township without success. 
Au attempt was again made by two potice- 
men who were driven off by a mob eiictly ot 
wemen, The men, Murdo McKenzie and 
Malcolm M'Leod, atterwards catue to Storu- 
Oway and gave themselves up.
